Senator MacMurray of Chicago has introduced 
in the legislature the blue bill of the Lord's Day 
alliance. It would prohibit almost every Sunday

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GOOD AND HARM IN LIGHT. 
WHILE ago two people, on ex- 
actly opposite missions, honored 
me with calls within one week. 
Both wanted articles on light. 

Both were honest, both intellectually and 
financially. Neither had an ax to grind. 
One wanted more articles on light and 
lighting. “ Light was a great remedy,” 
this party argued. “ It was better than 
medicine out of a bottle for many dis 
eases. It was a great curative agent. 
It was the greatest of all antiseptics and 
disinfectants. It was a peerless preven- 
tive of disease.” 

The other party had the opposite objec- 
tive. “Would I write some articles 
against light? Glare was harmful to 
other organs bésides the eyes. Ite@aused 
nervousness, oOn-edgeness. There was 
too much glare in many working places. 
The glare of a sunfield was harmful. The 
glare of midsummer, likewise.”

The' fact is that beth of them are 
right. Light is like Gadberry’s mixture, 
a hodge-podge.

This phe- 
nomenom points to the need and the 
value of an analysis of rays employéd in 
heliotherapy, in rickets, tuberculosis, and 
in other diseases. In using light as a 
remedy, it may .be necessary to employ 
filters which may be not only ineffective 
but counteracting.”

The analysis of the Gadsberry mixture 
called “sunlight "’ has been begun. Next 
will come a simple extract.

FORGES TO CUR 


SUPREME COURT 


La Follette to Lead Battle 
in Next Congress. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.1 

Washington, D. C., April 13.—[Spe- 
cial.]—Conservative leaders of both 
parties in congress concede that there 
is to be a determined effort made in 
the next congress, led by the rad- 
icals of the so-called La Follette Re- 
publican group, to curb the powers of | 
the Supreme court to nullify legisia- 
tion. 

The recent decision of the Supreme 
court with five of the nine justices 
holding the minimum wage law for 
women in the District of Columbia, un- 
constitutiona] hag served to increase 
the agitation for limiting the power of 
the court, on one hand, and to stir to 
action, on the other hand, those whe 
believe that it would be a colossal 
blunder for congress to interfere with 
the powers of the tribunal. 

Seek Committee Control. 

The radical Progressives already are 
planning to get control of the judiciary 
committee of the house with a view to 
shaping the proposed legislation. Some 
Democrats will line up with the rad- 
ical Republicans, and there are a few 
conservative Republicans, notably Sen- 


‘ator Fess {Rep., Ohio], who also are 


of the opinion that there should be a 
reasonable limitation on the power of 
the court to declare laws unconstitu- 
tional. 

Senator Fess will introduce a bill 
which would provide tor a constitu- 
tional amendment requiring that at 
least six justices must unite against 
a law before it can be nullified. The 
La Follette group would go further 
with Senator La Follette himself pro- 
posing that congress be given power 
to override the Supreme court. . Rep- 
resentative Frear [Rep., Wis.], a La 
Follette follower, wants a unanimous 
decision of the court before laws can 
be nullified. 


Many Oppose Change. 


Opposition to any change is devel-: 


oping rapidly as it becomes apparent 
that the issue cannot be dodged. 

An ally in the cause of curbing the 
court was disclosed today when the 
National Catholic Welfare council, 
criticising the minimum wage decision, 
said: 

“As a result of this and similar 
decisions a strong gtand will be made 
in the next congress to make it neces- 
sary for seven judges to agree on the 
unconstitutionality of a law. Should

Classroom Movies, 
Dream of Educators, 
Are Started on Way 


New York, April 13.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.]—Classroom movies, the 
dream of educators since Thomas A: 
Edison exhibited his first animated pic- 
tur®, was started toward actuality to- 
day when Will H. Hays,in behalf of the 
Motion Picture Producers’ association, 
gave the National Education associa- 
tion $5,000 with which to make its first 
film. 

The offer was made at a conference 
of leading motion picture makers with 
a committee of the education associa- 
tion, appointed at Boston last July, to 
“discuss plans for the production and 
use of pictures suited to the work of 
the schools and to the wholesome en- 
tertainment of young people of school 
age.” 

Charles H. Judd, director of the 
School of Education, University of Chi- 
cago and chairman of the committee, 
accepted the $5,000, and nounced 
plans for coéperating with the donors 
in producing the experimental picture. 

First the committee will canvass. the 
vaults of the producers to dig out the 
best of the scenics, news reels, and fea- 
tures exhibited in the last few years 
and stored away as records. The 
search will be for bits that can be re- 
edited, retitled, and adapted to school 
use, 

The next step will be the choice of a 
subject which will best demonstrate 
the value of classroom movies. One of 
four will be chosen: Geography, biol- 
ogy, history of natural science. It is 
not intended to supplant text books,

Some one who writes earnestly, and 
signs herself “Thankful,” wants to 
know among many things what are 
the different sandwiches and how to 
eat therm. 

What we may call polite or after- 
noon tea sandwiches are made of the 
thinnest possible slices of bread, with 
a thin spread of plain or spiced butter 
of some such mixture between the 
slices. They s are often not larger than 


a silver dollar, or a good sized domino. 
You could. manage one at a bite, but 
you do not. Make at least three 
nibbles. Tiny rolis or even cream putfs 
with a minced chicken filling may re 
place the bread. 

On shipboard—first class passage— 
they give you open sandwiches to 
nibble... A three or four storied club,, 
or a hot sandwich, is eaten perforce 
with fork or even with knife and fork. 
There is nothing else to do; at any 
rate, you would have a hard time eat- 
ing it as the. commercial sandwiches 
made and sold by the milhons are 


A Knife and fork would not 
be ott of plac® with these, because 
they are difficult to eat politely, even 
though you have been brought up 
politely.

Our increase in exports over a year ago 
really means expanding world trade. as 
it cannot be laid to higher prices. The | 
increase over March, 1922, is 14 per cent, 
whereas average prices were only about 
7 per cent higher. @ ts likely that ex- 
ports of cotton and copper played a large 
part in the increase of last month over 
‘the preceding month’with both commodi- 
ties showing more than average price 
advances. 

While figures on March tmports will 
not be available for several weeks, it is 
likely the recent upward trend will be 
continued.

Julius Barnes Optimistic. 


Couplec with these trade figures was 
an optimistic expression on European 
industry by Julius H. Barnes, president 
of the Chamber of ‘Commerce of the Unit- 
ed States, who returned yesterday after 
attending the congress of the Interna- 
tional Chamber of Commerce in Rome, 


“With the revival of European indus- 


try, the expansion of world tralie is 
clearly marked,” he said. “A greater 
overseas commerce for merchant fleets 
with advancing rates promises to save 
ocean carriage from threatened bahk- 
ruptcy. Wxpanding employment and in- 
creasing production are enlarging the 
margin of savings in almost every coun- 
try in spite of the shocks of Lausanne 
and the Ruhr. In the case of public 
finance and government policies that 
must still be set right, the basis of in- 
dividuai .living is clearly advancing.
